Wire trouble prevents a detailed statement of the war devel- 


opments on the Western Front today. HSwever, readers of the 
morning papers are assured that only successes have marked the 
day for the Allies. Among those making big gains and taking 
prisoners are the Americans, the French and the Belgians. 


Berne, Switzerland, Oct. 6. Bulletin.—Addressing a proclama- 


tion to his army and navy, Emperor William today stated in view 
of their defeat in Macedonia and the Bulgarian debacle he had de- 
.ci4*d to again approach the Allied enemies with a peace proposal. 


The.boveis the only follow-up to the proposed armistice ask- 


ed for by Prince Max of Baden, the new German Chancellor. Up 
to a late hour this evening everything regarding the peace pro- 
posal of the German nation is very vague. All rumors to the ef- 
fect that Austria has surrendered or that Germany will accept 
any or all of President Wilson's peace terms at this time are with- 
out foundation. 


Paris", Oct., 5—Germany, Austria-Hungary and Turkey have 


resolved simultaneously to ask President Wilaon tomake represen- 
tations in their interests forageneral armistice and negotiations for 
a general peace, according to a Berne dispatch to the Havas 
Agency. 


Amsterdam, Oct.—The immediate suspension of hostilities 


has been proposed by ,'the imperial German Chancellor, Prince Maxi- 
milian, in the Reichstag, according to the Berlin correspondent of 
the Tijd. The Entente Allies are to be asked to state their terms. 


The Chancellor's proposal embraced also the dispatch of 


plenipotentiaries to a neutral arbitration and disarmament. 


The plenipotentiaries are further to be empowered to discuss 


the creation of a Federal Austria, the right of self-determination 
for Russian frontier States, the restoration and indemnification of 
Jj.|lgium, autonomy for Alsace-Lorraine and the return of the Ger- 
ryan colonies. 


The terms of the Entente Allies will be asked at the same 


time with the object of forming a basis for the consideration of 
these important questions. 


Stockholm, Oct. 5.—Prince Maximilian, of Baden, the new 


imperial German Chancellor, is willing to accept President Wil- 
son's fourteen peace conditions, according to reports received irom 
Berlin by circles closely connected with the Foreign Office here, 
even though this for many reasons may not be thoroughly demoii- 
strated in hia statement before the Reichstag.

BOARD OF HEALTH JUSTIFIED 


The insistance on the part of our Board of Health that our schools, churches, and all oth- 


er public meetings close their doors is justified now since it has developed that we have sev- 
eral cases of the dreaded Spanish influenza in our city. The opposition voiced to the wishes 
of the Board of Health were all sincere but little did most of the people realize the seriousness 
of the national situation. The spread of the disease has surpassed anything in its line that 
was ever experienced in history. To have a few cases is to have hundreds if our experience 
is at all like that of other places where the disease has broken out. 


There is no need for the people of Clearfield to become panic-stricken or worried over our 


situation as, fortunately, by the action of the board of health, an immediate large spread of 
•the disease is unlikely or the likelihood is minimized by their being no church of Sunday 
school today. Then again we should remember that worry and fear brings wornout bodies 
which are a ready prey to the disease so we must keep in good spirits and cheerfully obey 
every request and ruling of our board of health and take every precaution to prevent the 
spread of the disease and render ourselves immune from its inroads. 


We must all pull in the same direction and Ijhat direction is in whatever way the health 


authorities direct. Let there be no travelling in or out of town and no visitations between 
houses. Be quick to report any illness to the board of health. 


THE MASTER STROKE OF THE HUN 


Germany could not have selected a more propitious time for her latest peace or rather 


armistice proposal than today. Always the master strategist in skillful diplomacy and cun- 
ning, shrewd practices among nations, her lates t attempt to throw dust in the eyes of her pur- 
suers surpasses Anything sne has tried in the past. She has come to thoroughly understand 
two things: 


That the United States is determined t o bring her to her knees; and 
That any proposal such as that made b y Prince Max would have been wholly un- 


acceptable from the lips of Von Hertling. 
Through her intelligence office she has learned that the United States is now in the midst 


of the floatation of our largest Libert Bond issue and also that a nation-wide epidemic of Span- 
ish influenza is crippling, not only our floating of that loan but the training of the troops that 
will eventually clear every acre of Belgian and French soil and lay waste the domain of the 
Kaiser. 


On the western front Germany is meeting defeat, a defeat which her troops are unable 


to turn into victory or even into a draw. The only weapon left in the hands of the militar- 
ists are political and diplomatic strategy and with this Pharisaical plea for an armistice from 
the new Chancellor the militarists hope to obta in a cessation of hostilites which will give them 
a breathing spell. 


There is no doubt that Germany desires peace but an armistice proposal coming from a 


wolf in sheep's clothing at a time when our bon d campaign and our war preparation is already 
impaired by an epidemic can only be taken to m ean that Germany is seeking to put another 
sprag in our feverish war activities. Prince Max is reported to have asked or intends to ask 
peace terms of the Allies and we must remember this: 


Germany already has our peace terms as o utlined by President Wilson recently. The peo- 


ple of the United States cannot and will not permit an armistice for a re-statement of our 
peace terms. 


The proposal of Prince Max is to a certai n extent an indication of the sad plight the Ger- 


man rulers realize they are in, but it is anothe • effort towards a bargain peace and cannot be 
considered. 


In the early days of the war, before the s oil of France had been made hallowed by the 


blood of our heroic thousands of boys in khaki, we believe our government might have heark- 
ened to such a plea. It has all the earmarks o f coming from a people sick and tired of war 
and wearied by the prospect for the future; bu t f i om past experiences we must treat it in the 
light of an overture from a supposedly blind man who is sharply eyeing us through his smok- 
ed glasses. 


The people of the United States can be sa tisficd only with terms modeled after the Bul- 


garian surrender. 


The Spanish influenza epidemic has arrived in Clear- 


field. Local doctors discovered seven cases of real sure- 
enough influenza up to 3 o'clock this afternoon. 


As is usual with the disease, it is not located in a 


single section or neighborhood but is scattered throiugh- 
out the town. 


One of the cases was found on Mill Road on the West 


S? Je, two in East End and the other four in different sec- 
tions of the other wards. 


Just as soon as the disease was discovered the Board 


of Health was notified and President Dr. Reilley got toui#> 


once. After consulting with Dr. John W. XTordonTTocal - 


representative of the State Health Board and County 
Medical Inspector, it was decided that an emergency hos- 
pital was absolutely necessary and a request was made of 
the Children's Aid Society for the use of their1 fine new 
home on South Second street. The good ladies very 
promptly consented to the use of the home for this im- 
portant and necessary purpose. 


The borough outhorities were then acquainted with 


the state of affairs and Mayor Chase, President of Council 
Pletcher and Borough Solictor Urey got busy at once. 
President Pletcher immediately issued a call for a special 
meeting of Council which was scheduled for 7.30 this 
evening.

The food Administration has saved 


vast sums for the people of Hie State 
as well as insuring them an adequate 
supply of food. Tliis fact is made 
clear in the annual report of Howard 
Heinz, Food Administrator for Penn- 
sylvania, just published. Left to tile 
normal law of' supply and demand, 
prices would have soared far above 
the level which they have reached, 
•wit* the natural result that the weal- 
thy would have bad a surplus of food 
and the poor would have been able 
to buy only the barest necessities. 
i The Food Administration has pre- 
vented this by its "fair price list" 
!system; and although they have not 
been able to keep prices as low as 
they would have liked, still "corners" 
'In food have been prevented. 


Some Astonishing Figures. 


In wheat flour there is a normal 


.consumption of about 0,000,000 barrels 
'jUjPennsylvanla and the Food Admin- 
'Ifcwation has by regulation affected a 
'saving in prices of from $10 to $12 
per barrel, Left to the law of supply 
and demand flour would 5iave reached 
a price of $25 a Barrel. This on flour 
alone, means a saving of at lea-st 
•ninety million dollars to Pcnnsylvii- 
nians. 


In sugar the figures are even great- 


er. Uncontrolled the price would have 
soared to at least 25 cents a- pound, 
a9 was the case In tlie Bermudas, and 
with a normal consumption of sevj;n 
hundred and twenty million pounds in 
the State there is shown roughly, a 
saving of about one hundred million 
dollars. In those two items nlone, tin- 
Food Administration saved the people 
of the State almost two hundred mil- 
lion dollars in actual money. 


The Food Administration began In 


March, 1917, as the department of 
Food Supply of. the Committee of 
Public Safety, and Mr. Howard Hfinz, 
of Pittsburgh, was appointed director 
by the Governor in May of the samo 
year. Mr. Heinz, first assembled an

organization. 
Mr. Heinz, immediate- 


ly organized this department to meet 
the increased duties which accrued 
from his Federal appointment and the 
Food Adminisiration in Pennsylvania 
Is now organized in twenty-one divis- 
ions, 'each under a r-hief of division, 
who serves without salary. 


One of the first works of ibe Admin- 


istration was to insure the complete 
harvesting of the Pennsylvania crops 
and this was successfully accomplish- 
ed through school boy labor and other 
means.

The fact Is we are not spending 
any snoh sum for war, nnd much of 
what we are spending is being invest- 
ed In the Interest-bearing obligations 
of onr allies, which are presumably 
good, and In ships, shipyards, termin- 
als, warehouses, railways, and other 
Milngs that will be valuable and pro- 
ductive long after peace is declared 


The amounts that a»e being spent 


constructively or invested In the In- 
terest-bearing debt of other nations 
cannot be accurately ascertained at 
present, but the total Is large and 
may be approximated. We know, for 
instance, that Congress has authorized 
the Secretary of the Treasury to loan 
$10,000,000,000 to our Allies, and that 
the credits already placed at their 
disposal aggregate about $7,000,000,- 
UUU 


These' loans all bear interest at a 


rate one-half per cent In excess of 
what our Government is paying

This was what happened after our 


Civil War and brought about the panic 
of 1873. Men can adjust themselves to 
almost' any change, provided it is not 
too sudden. 
Deflation 
is desirable 


and Inevitable, but it should not b* 
so accelerated that It will result In 
shook and dislocation. 


Including the men who are fighting 


and the men and women who are 
working to keep them supplied with 
food and war materials, some 10,000,- 
006. people are probably engaged In 
work that is. In a sense, unproductive. 
When these people are returned to the 
ranks of productive Industry, the ra- 
pidity with which they will be able 
to create wealth will be astonishing, 
for their efficiency will be greatly In- 
creased by the new methods that hav« 
been Introduced and the devices and, 
economies that have been adopted to 
Speed up and augment war production. 


The study that has been given to 


scientific economy and 
the results 


that have been attained are not gen- 
erally understood or appreciated

Washington there are two organiza-

along these lines. One Is the Conser- 
vation Division, formerly the Com- 
mercial Economy Board, of which A. 
M. Shaw is chief. The other is the 
Resources and Conversion Section, 
whose chief Is Charles A. Otis.

board has been to eliminate the sur- 
plusage of styles and sizes made and 
sold in the manufacture and distribu- 
tion of stable articles, upon the the- 
ory that a multiplicity of styles In- 
volved waste In production, unneces- 
sarily stimulated the demand, and 
compelled merchants to carry stocks 
that tied up millions, and perhaps 
billions, of capital that was needed for 
the prosecution of the war. 


To induce the manufacturers to 


make the changes and Introduce the 
reforms recommended time has, of 
course, been required, but as their ad- 
vantages became apparent the resist- 
ance has diminished, and In many dif- 
ferent lines of trade the simplifications 
that have already been effected will 
save an enormous amount of labor and 
material, which means, m the last 
analysis, a more rapid creation of

Wire trouble prevents a detailed statement of the war devel- 


opments on the Western Front today. HSwever, readers of the 
morning papers are assured that only successes have marked the 
day for the Allies. Among those making big gains and taking 
prisoners are the Americans, the French and the Belgians. 


Berne, Switzerland, Oct. 6. Bulletin.—Addressing a proclama- 


tion to his army and navy, Emperor William today stated in view 
of their defeat in Macedonia and the Bulgarian debacle he had de- 
.ci4*d to again approach the Allied enemies with a peace proposal. 


The.boveis the only follow-up to the proposed armistice ask- 


ed for by Prince Max of Baden, the new German Chancellor. Up 
to a late hour this evening everything regarding the peace pro- 
posal of the German nation is very vague. All rumors to the ef- 
fect that Austria has surrendered or that Germany will accept 
any or all of President Wilson's peace terms at this time are with- 
out foundation. 


Paris", Oct., 5—Germany, Austria-Hungary and Turkey have 


resolved simultaneously to ask President Wilaon tomake represen- 
tations in their interests forageneral armistice and negotiations for 
a general peace, according to a Berne dispatch to the Havas 
Agency. 


Amsterdam, Oct.—The immediate suspension of hostilities 


has been proposed by ,'the imperial German Chancellor, Prince Maxi- 
milian, in the Reichstag, according to the Berlin correspondent of 
the Tijd. The Entente Allies are to be asked to state their terms. 


The Chancellor's proposal embraced also the dispatch of 


plenipotentiaries to a neutral arbitration and disarmament. 


The plenipotentiaries are further to be empowered to discuss 


the creation of a Federal Austria, the right of self-determination 
for Russian frontier States, the restoration and indemnification of 
Jj.|lgium, autonomy for Alsace-Lorraine and the return of the Ger- 
ryan colonies. 


The terms of the Entente Allies will be asked at the same 


time with the object of forming a basis for the consideration of 
these important questions. 


Stockholm, Oct. 5.—Prince Maximilian, of Baden, the new 


imperial German Chancellor, is willing to accept President Wil- 
son's fourteen peace conditions, according to reports received irom 
Berlin by circles closely connected with the Foreign Office here, 
even though this for many reasons may not be thoroughly demoii- 
strated in hia statement before the Reichstag.

BOARD OF HEALTH JUSTIFIED 


The insistance on the part of our Board of Health that our schools, churches, and all oth- 


er public meetings close their doors is justified now since it has developed that we have sev- 
eral cases of the dreaded Spanish influenza in our city. The opposition voiced to the wishes 
of the Board of Health were all sincere but little did most of the people realize the seriousness 
of the national situation. The spread of the disease has surpassed anything in its line that 
was ever experienced in history. To have a few cases is to have hundreds if our experience 
is at all like that of other places where the disease has broken out. 


There is no need for the people of Clearfield to become panic-stricken or worried over our 


situation as, fortunately, by the action of the board of health, an immediate large spread of 
•the disease is unlikely or the likelihood is minimized by their being no church of Sunday 
school today. Then again we should remember that worry and fear brings wornout bodies 
which are a ready prey to the disease so we must keep in good spirits and cheerfully obey 
every request and ruling of our board of health and take every precaution to prevent the 
spread of the disease and render ourselves immune from its inroads. 


We must all pull in the same direction and Ijhat direction is in whatever way the health 


authorities direct. Let there be no travelling in or out of town and no visitations between 
houses. Be quick to report any illness to the board of health. 


THE MASTER STROKE OF THE HUN 


Germany could not have selected a more propitious time for her latest peace or rather 


armistice proposal than today. Always the master strategist in skillful diplomacy and cun- 
ning, shrewd practices among nations, her lates t attempt to throw dust in the eyes of her pur- 
suers surpasses Anything sne has tried in the past. She has come to thoroughly understand 
two things: 


That the United States is determined t o bring her to her knees; and 
That any proposal such as that made b y Prince Max would have been wholly un- 


acceptable from the lips of Von Hertling. 
Through her intelligence office she has learned that the United States is now in the midst 


of the floatation of our largest Libert Bond issue and also that a nation-wide epidemic of Span- 
ish influenza is crippling, not only our floating of that loan but the training of the troops that 
will eventually clear every acre of Belgian and French soil and lay waste the domain of the 
Kaiser. 


On the western front Germany is meeting defeat, a defeat which her troops are unable 


to turn into victory or even into a draw. The only weapon left in the hands of the militar- 
ists are political and diplomatic strategy and with this Pharisaical plea for an armistice from 
the new Chancellor the militarists hope to obta in a cessation of hostilites which will give them 
a breathing spell. 


There is no doubt that Germany desires peace but an armistice proposal coming from a 


wolf in sheep's clothing at a time when our bon d campaign and our war preparation is already 
impaired by an epidemic can only be taken to m ean that Germany is seeking to put another 
sprag in our feverish war activities. Prince Max is reported to have asked or intends to ask 
peace terms of the Allies and we must remember this: 


Germany already has our peace terms as o utlined by President Wilson recently. The peo- 


ple of the United States cannot and will not permit an armistice for a re-statement of our 
peace terms. 


The proposal of Prince Max is to a certai n extent an indication of the sad plight the Ger- 


man rulers realize they are in, but it is anothe • effort towards a bargain peace and cannot be 
considered. 


In the early days of the war, before the s oil of France had been made hallowed by the 


blood of our heroic thousands of boys in khaki, we believe our government might have heark- 
ened to such a plea. It has all the earmarks o f coming from a people sick and tired of war 
and wearied by the prospect for the future; bu t f i om past experiences we must treat it in the 
light of an overture from a supposedly blind man who is sharply eyeing us through his smok- 
ed glasses. 


The people of the United States can be sa tisficd only with terms modeled after the Bul- 


garian surrender. 


The Spanish influenza epidemic has arrived in Clear- 


field. Local doctors discovered seven cases of real sure- 
enough influenza up to 3 o'clock this afternoon. 


As is usual with the disease, it is not located in a 


single section or neighborhood but is scattered throiugh- 
out the town. 


One of the cases was found on Mill Road on the West 


S? Je, two in East End and the other four in different sec- 
tions of the other wards. 


Just as soon as the disease was discovered the Board 


of Health was notified and President Dr. Reilley got toui#> 


once. After consulting with Dr. John W. XTordonTTocal - 


representative of the State Health Board and County 
Medical Inspector, it was decided that an emergency hos- 
pital was absolutely necessary and a request was made of 
the Children's Aid Society for the use of their1 fine new 
home on South Second street. The good ladies very 
promptly consented to the use of the home for this im- 
portant and necessary purpose. 


The borough outhorities were then acquainted with 


the state of affairs and Mayor Chase, President of Council 
Pletcher and Borough Solictor Urey got busy at once. 
President Pletcher immediately issued a call for a special 
meeting of Council which was scheduled for 7.30 this 
evening.

Tliis fact is made 
clear in the annual report of Howard 
Heinz, Food Administrator for Penn- 
sylvania, just published. Left to tile 
normal law of' supply and demand, 
prices would have soared far above 
the level which they have reached, 
•wit* the natural result that the weal- 
thy would have bad a surplus of food 
and the poor would have been able 
to buy only the barest necessities. 
i The Food Administration has pre- 
vented this by its "fair price list" 
!system; and although they have not 
been able to keep prices as low as 
they would have liked, still "corners" 
'In food have been prevented. 


Some Astonishing Figures. 


In wheat flour there is a normal 


.consumption of about 0,000,000 barrels 
'jUjPennsylvanla and the Food Admin- 
'Ifcwation has by regulation affected a 
'saving in prices of from $10 to $12 
per barrel, Left to the law of supply 
and demand flour would 5iave reached 
a price of $25 a Barrel. This on flour 
alone, means a saving of at lea-st 
•ninety million dollars to Pcnnsylvii- 
nians. 


In sugar the figures are even great- 


er. Uncontrolled the price would have 
soared to at least 25 cents a- pound, 
a9 was the case In tlie Bermudas, and 
with a normal consumption of sevj;n 
hundred and twenty million pounds in 
the State there is shown roughly, a 
saving of about one hundred million 
dollars. In those two items nlone, tin- 
Food Administration saved the people 
of the State almost two hundred mil- 
lion dollars in actual money. 


The Food Administration began In 


March, 1917, as the department of 
Food Supply of. the Committee of 
Public Safety, and Mr. Howard Hfinz, 
of Pittsburgh, was appointed director 
by the Governor in May of the samo 
year.

The Federal Administration. 


President Wilson, through Mr. Hoo- 


ver, appointed Mr. Heinz Federal 
Food Administrator for Pennsylvania, 
'and to avoid duplication of effort, il 
became necessary to form o:ie general 
organization. 
Mr. Heinz, immediate- 


ly organized this department to meet 
the increased duties which accrued 
from his Federal appointment and the 
Food Adminisiration in Pennsylvania 
Is now organized in twenty-one divis- 
ions, 'each under a r-hief of division, 
who serves without salary. 


One of the first works of ibe Admin- 


istration was to insure the complete 
harvesting of the Pennsylvania crops 
and this was successfully accomplish- 
ed through school boy labor and other 
means.

ed. The fact Is we are not spending 
any snoh sum for war, nnd much of 
what we are spending is being invest- 
ed In the Interest-bearing obligations 
of onr allies, which are presumably 
good, and In ships, shipyards, termin- 
als, warehouses, railways, and other 
Milngs that will be valuable and pro- 
ductive long after peace is declared 


The amounts that a»e being spent 


constructively or invested In the In- 
terest-bearing debt of other nations 
cannot be accurately ascertained at 
present, but the total Is large and 
may be approximated. We know, for 
instance, that Congress has authorized 
the Secretary of the Treasury to loan 
$10,000,000,000 to our Allies, and that 
the credits already placed at their 
disposal aggregate about $7,000,000,- 
UUU 


These' loans all bear interest at a 


rate one-half per cent In excess of 
what our Government is paying

Probably we shall be well within the 


mark In assuming that our Investment 
n ships and shipyards a year hence 
will be at least $2,750,000,000, 


rapidly that we will pay oft the public 
debt too fast, and thereby deflate an 
undoubtedly Inflated situation so sud- 
denly that credit will be prostrated. 


This was what happened after our 


Civil War and brought about the panic 
of 1873. Men can adjust themselves to 
almost' any change, provided it is not 
too sudden. 
Deflation 
is desirable 


and Inevitable, but it should not b* 
so accelerated that It will result In 
shook and dislocation. 


Including the men who are fighting 


and the men and women who are 
working to keep them supplied with 
food and war materials, some 10,000,- 
006. people are probably engaged In 
work that is. In a sense, unproductive. 
When these people are returned to the 
ranks of productive Industry, the ra- 
pidity with which they will be able 
to create wealth will be astonishing, 
for their efficiency will be greatly In- 
creased by the new methods that hav« 
been Introduced and the devices and, 
economies that have been adopted to 
Speed up and augment war production. 


The study that has been given to 


scientific economy and 
the results 


that have been attained are not gen- 
erally understood or appreciated 
In 


Washington there are two organiza- 
tions within the War Industries Board 
that 
have 
done remarkable work 


along these lines. One Is the Conser- 
vation Division, formerly the Com- 
mercial Economy Board, of which A. 
M. Shaw is chief. The other is the 
Resources and Conversion Section, 
whose chief Is Charles A. Otis. 


The function of the 
first-named 


board has been to eliminate the sur- 
plusage of styles and sizes made and 
sold in the manufacture and distribu- 
tion of stable articles, upon the the- 
ory that a multiplicity of styles In- 
volved waste In production, unneces- 
sarily stimulated the demand, and 
compelled merchants to carry stocks 
that tied up millions, and perhaps 
billions, of capital that was needed for 
the prosecution of the war. 


To induce the manufacturers to 


make the changes and Introduce the 
reforms recommended time has, of 
course, been required, but as their ad- 
vantages became apparent the resist- 
ance has diminished, and In many dif- 
ferent lines of trade the simplifications 
that have already been effected will 
save an enormous amount of labor and 
material, which means, m the last 
analysis, a more rapid creation of
